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Concern mounts over sports agents' influence

For the elite high school siudeiit- 
athlctc, the Tc( ruiling process is an 
exercise in routine. The months — 
and in some cases, years — of receiv- 
ing brochures in the mail, fielding 
telephone calls and juggling numcr 
ous visits to interested colleges may 
even be anxiety-filled at times. For 
most student-athletes, however, it's 
only a once in a lifteime experience. 

But for those elite student athletes 
who become standouts in the two 
high-profile sports — men's basket- 
ball and football — the recruiting 
process does not end with high 
school. 

As a student-athlete focuses on 
playing professionally, another re- 
cruiting process takes center stage. 
The process involves contracts, stocks 
and bonds, annuities, taxes, and 



retirement — unfamiliar topics for 
most 19- and 20-year-olds. 

The recruiters in this phase are 
sports agents — a potpourri of 
lawyers, entrepreneurs, financial plan 
ners, marketing professionals and 
others — who aim for a slice of the 
mullibillion-dollar pie tlial is profes- 
sional sports. 

The N(;AA and its member insti- 
tutions have grown more concerned 
about sports agents in recent years. 
Their recruitment of collegiate stu- 
dent-athletes has resulted in an 
increasing number of NCIAA rules 
violations, and the expanding pres- 
ence of spc)rts agents or their acces- 
sories — known as "runners" — 
threatens the already fragile precept 
of amateurism.

Athletes keep Olympic dream 
alive through NCAA facilities 

But less-rigid rules would create more opportunities, officials contend

Royce Alger wrestled his way to two 
NCAA tides (1987 and 1988) while 
competing for ifie University of Iowa. 
He hopes to achieve similar success 
in the Olympics. 

For thai to be a possibility, he needs 
work and he needs a place lo do that 
work. Thanks to his position as vol- 
unteer assistant to Hawkcye coach 
Dan Galile, he has both. 

"If it hadn't been for this position 
at Iowa, I wouldn't have had an op 
poitunity to train," he said. 

The nation's universities are filled 
with both volunteer and paid assis 
tants in similar situations in many 



sports. Alger need only look across 
the wrestling room to see another, for- 
mer world freestyle champion Tom 
Brands, who is a salaried assistant, 
f he two are just pail of a tradition in 
which Olympic hopefuls have split 
time training and coaching under 
(lable — himself an Olympic gold 
medalist. 

Since wrestling reciuires training 
partners, such situations are com- 
monplace in the spc)rt, but by no 
means liiiiiled to it For inst;mce, inter- 
national triick stars such ;i.s C-arl Lewis 
and Leroy Burrell have been volun 
teer assistants at the University of 
Houston, as have other Olynipic-cal- 
il)er competitors in many sports. 



The mutual benefits are obvious. 

"I've always tried to liire someone 
who aspires to be an Olympic cham 
pion," Cable said. "Most of the kids 
l hat any coach of a tO]>2() team deals 
with will tell you that one of their 
long-time goals is becoming an 
Olympic champion. Most of diem 
obviously never do it, but for them lo 
continue to have that goal, it lielps lo 
have someone around to show the 
dedication il lakes." 

One who did reach that goal is 
Bruce Baumgartner, head wrestling 
coach at Edinboro University of Penn 
sylvania and former ijssislant at Okla 
homa State University. A two-time

Bob Woolf is credited by many as 
being the grandfather of the sports 
agent business. In 196(3, Wcx>lf moved 
intc) an unprecedented role of repre- 
senting an atlilete in contract negoti- 
ations. The player was a member of 
tfie Boston Red Sox wfio asked Woolf 
a year earlier to manage his off-tlie- 
field activities. Woc)lf became one of 
the preeminent sports agents in the 
country before he died in November 
199:i

Title IX 



OCR expected to issue 
policy guidelines soon 

The Office for Civil Rights of the U.S. 
Department of Education is exfjected to provide 
all colleges and universities with updated Title 
IX policy guidelines at the beginning of the 
1995-96 academic year. 

OCR has not said exactly when the guidelines 
will be released, but the expectation is that they 
will be available in mid-September. 

In a related development, a Title IX lawsuit 
involving the University of Pennsylvania has 
been setded. The university will upgrade lock- 
er rooms, gyms and equipment used by its 
women athletes and turn several women's 
coaching jobs into full-time positions under a 
settlement announced August 30. Financial 
terms of the setdement were not released, and 
Pennsylvania did not admit to any violation of 
civil rights law. 

Meanwhile, a New York Supreme Court judge 
ruled that the State University of New York at 
Albany did not violate Federal sex-bias laws 
when it dropped four sports (three of them 
men's sf)orts) to bring the institution's athletics 
program in compliance vsith Tide IX.

Playing rules 



Committee develops plan 
to control bat technology 

The NCAA Baseball Rules Committee is using 
a two-part plan to control the effect of new bat 
technology on the game. 

The first phase involves the development of 
a test procedure to determine the performance 
level of different bats. A physics professor and 
a technical expert hired by the Sporting Goods 
Manufacturers Association will conduct per- 
formance tests and provide data for the com- 



mittee to analyze by November 1 . 

The committee intends to select and 
announce an interim hat jierfonnance standard 
for the 1996 season by November 1 5. The inter- 
im bat performance standard likely will com- 
pare to the 1 994 regular-season perfonnant e 
level of nonwood bats. 

If manufacturers have to modify already man- 
ufactured bats to meet the standard, they will 
do so between November 15, 1995, and 
February 1, 1996. Those bats, which would 
require a sticker that states the bat is in compli- 
ance with the standard, then would be allowed 
for competition. Any bats that do not meet the 
performance standard and that do not have a 
sticker would not be allowed for Divisions I, II 
and III competition. 

The second phase involves establishment of 
a performance standard for the 1997 season. 
For the committee to decide on a performance 
standard, it will evaluate (1) interim bat-perfor- 
mance standiU-d testing; (2) field testing; (3) data 
from the 1996 season and how bats compare to 
previous year's bats; and (4) an expanded ver- 
sion of lab and field tests on numerous bats of 
varying type, size and weight. 



The NCAA Football Rules Committee clari- 
fied the football playing rule against unsports- 
manlike conduct September 1, one day after 
Liberty University sought a temporary restrain- 
ing order to prevent enforcement of the rule. 

On August 31, Liberty University filed a law- 
suit in Federal court claiming that the rule pro- 
hibited players from kneeling in prayer on the 
field and amounted to religious discrimination 
in violation of the 1964 Civil Rights Act. 

The next day, the Football Rules Committee 
issued the clarification of the rule, explaining 
that the rule is intended to prohibit any act that 
is delayed or prolonged in an attempt to call 
attention to an individual. Praying is not a vio- 
lation of the rules, wrote committee chair 
Vincent J. Dooley, and players may kneel in 



prayer "momentarily" at the end of the play.

Number of NCAA members 
hits all-time high of 1 ,200 

With 60 new provisional members in the last 
year, NCAA membership has climbed to an all- 
time high of 1,200. 

Because the NCAA Council declared a mora- 
torium on new membership in August, that 
number is not expected to increase over the 
next two years. The Council action postponed 
acceptance of new members until the Asso- 
ciation's restructuring efforts are complete. 

There were no new active members in the 
last year, but the number of provisional mem- 
bers increased by 33 in Division II, 26 in 
Division III and one in Division I-AA.

Cheerleaders take pride in their ability to 
lift vocal support for their team. 

For a pair of T ,eiu)ir-Rhyne College cheer- 
leaders, however, satisfaction docs not come 
from hearing fans respond to their cheers. 
For Colleen Carosella and Cabe Wright, 
there is a much deeper satisfaction. 

lioth hearing impaired, Carosella and 
Wright joined the < hecrleading squad last 
yeai and ihey've made a mark — particularly 
with the 24 other hearing-impaired students 
on the Hickory, North Carolina, campus. 

"h was during the football season that I 
noticed a lot of the deaf students didn't un- 
derstand the cheers," Carosella said. "I sug- 
gested that we begin signing, loo, so we could 
include everyone in our cheers." 

Wright can distinguish some sc>unds but 
not words. Carosella cannot hear at all; she is 
unable to receive the vibrations given off by 
loud speech and music. 1 hat is what makes 
her dance routines, which key off of the beats 
in the music, a marvel. She stays in coordina- 
tion with her fellow cheerleaders simply by 
watching them. 

"All fjf my friends were nervous for mc" at 
a recent performance, she said. "But they 
really were impressed. Everybody was im- 
pressed. Even President Ryan LaHurd was 
impressed." 

(^arosella's and Wright's presence on the 
squad has been plagued by only one mishap. 
It occun ed when a pyramid, a popular cheer- 
leading formation, was changed at the last 
minute and Wright was not told. He per- 
formed the wrong move. 

"I have to say that Gabe took it well," cheer- 
leading coach Laurie Brill said. "He was able 
lo laugh it off." 

While C^arosella and Wright have adjusted 
to learning how to cheer, the team also has 
Ijeen forced to adjust. "We leave the light on 
so ihey can talk" when on the road. Brill said. 
"I'm trying to think of ways the squad can 
accommodate the needs of Colleen and 
Gabe." 

For Wright, being able to serve on the 
squad has been a positive experience. 

"It makes others Icjok good, look equal," he 
said. "It shows that deaf people can do any- 
thing."

The NCAA Student-Athlete Advisory 
Committee approaches this year with three 
primary goals: 

They are: 

B Improving the network that has been 
developed to address student-athlete issues 
throughout the NCAA 

■ Working to achieve a 
desirable outcomes on legis- 
lation that pertains to stu- 
dent-athletes. 

■ Working with other 
committees of the 
Association to improve stu- 
dent-athlete benefits. 

The ultimate goal, of 
course, is the creation of a 
climate in which student-ath- 
letes can achieve their complete academic 
and athletic potentials. The membership has 
taken positive actions in recent years in both 
areas, but the Student-Athlete Advisory 
Committee believes that much more progress 
is possible. 

That progress begins, we believe, with 
enhancing the network that has been devel- 
oped to address student-athlete issues. The 
1995 Convention filled in large pieces of that 
puzzle when it voted to mandate student-ath- 
lete committees on every NCAA campus and 
establish student-athlete representation on 
several key NCAA committees. Conferences 
have assisted by creating their own student- 
athlete committees. 

All of those actions are important But 
unless a cohesive, fianctioning network is 
developed, we still could end up with an inef- 
ficient operation that, for all of its good 
intentions, is stymied by oversight and dupli- 
cation. At the moment, the parts are in place 
for an eflFective student-athlete network; the 
national Student-Athlete Advisory Committee 
and the leadership of the Association must 
work together to make the network as eflFec- 
tive as possible. 

Our legislative agenda is described in a 
story that appears on page 5 of this issue. 
Two of the proposals that we support — per- 
mitting Division I student-athletes to gener- 
ate income through out-of-season employ- 
ment and allowing a fourth year of athletics

"When 1 was a kid, we were told often enough to show respect 
for age. Now that I'm not, I'm not sure the same lesson is preached 
often enough to us grown-ups. 

"We treat the very old well enough for the most part, but we 
often seem disrespectful of the age of the very young. 

"In Pennsylvania recendy, a group of Little Leaguers from these 
parts (Texas) did themselves proud, winning die championship 
of the U.S. and showing glorious grit in a losing bid for domi- 
nance of the entire planet The team from Spring lived a 12-year- 
old's dream, and, back home, we were privileged to follow them 
on television. 

'That's cool, as they might say, and better, cleaner fiin we could- 
n't imagine — until word reached us that pieoplc were asking pre- 
pubescent stars from around the globe for autographs. 

"Autographs. Wliat an empty life an adult must lead to ask a 
12-year-old for his signature, and I don't care how many grand 
slams the kid tagged Someone needs to grab these nitwits by the 
throat and scream, 'They are c-h-i-l-d-r-e-n.' 

"But the message probably wouldn't p)enetrate. Some can't seem 
to grasp the premise that kids aren't supposed to be treated as 
adults. I'm reminded of the argument a psychologist made against 
certain TV programming she found unsuitable for youngsters. 
Why couldn't their parents police what they watch? 

" 'Parents,' she explained, 'are so easily intimidated.' 

"The brain-dead ones are. Only now are we beginning to wake 
up to the crimes perpetrated against girls in the interest of ath- 
letics glory — for someone. A recently released book by Joan 
Ryan, 'Little Girls in Pretty Boxes,' focuses on the abuse, emo- 
tional and physical, visited on girls by coaches and parents in pur- 
suit of Olympic medals and other prizes. 

"Some of these children haven't been trained like adults; they've 
been prodded like pack animals.... 

"We owe these kids some respect for their age, from refusing 
to tolerate using them to refusing to tolerate them using us. 

"Certain acts of humiliation and adulation, whether they be 
on the giving end or the receiving, might be acceptable for their 
elders but inappropriate for them, simple as that 

"These are things we parents should keep in mind as we try 
not to be so easily intimidated."

Committee aims to control bat technology's effect 



The N( AA Baseball Rules Com- 
mittee has set in motion a two-phase 
plan lo control the effect of new bat 
technology on the game. 

The first phase, whi( li already has 
begun, involves the development of 
a test procedure irj detemiine the per- 
fonnaiice level of differenl bats. 

Ri( hard A Brandt, a jihysics |)ro- 
lessor at New York L'niversity and a 
technical expert hired by the Sporting 
(ioods Maiiufat lurers Association 
(SCiMA), will conduct jierfciniiance 
tests and provide data for ihc com- 
mittee to analyze liy November 1, 
1995. Other independent research 
orgaui/ations may conduct perfor- 
inance tests. The committee has ex- 
[iressed an interest in evaluating all 
data provided l>y reseaii hers in order 
to make informed decisions. 

By November 15, 1995, the com- 
mittee intends to select and ;mnounce 
an inieiim Tiat performance standard 
for the 1996 season. The interim bat 
performance staridiird likely will com- 
pare to the 1 994 regular-season per- 
formance level of nonwood bats. 

If manufacturers have to modify 
already manufactured bats to meet 
the standard, they will do so bctwecti 



Novembei 15, 1995, and Kebruaiy I, 
1996. Tfiose bats, whic h would re- 
tjuire a sticker that stales the lial com- 
plies with the standard, then would 
be allowed for competition. Any bats 
that do not meet the performance 
stiindard and that do not have a stick- 
er would not be allowed for Divisions 
I, II and III competition 

The second phase of the [ilan 
involves the establislnnenl of a per- 
Tomiaiu e standard fr)r the 1997 sea- 
son. The committee will evaluate ( 1 ) 
interim bal-perfcjiiiiance standard 
testing; (2) field testing; (3) data from 
tfie I99f) season and how bats com- 
pare to previous year's bats; and (1 ) 
an expanded version of lab and field 
tests on numerous bats of varying 
type, size and weight. 

The committee has asked Brandt 
and perhaps other testers to pnjvide 
the expanded report of bat perfor 
mancc cLitii no later than July 1, 1996. 
The rules committee then will select 
the bat performance standard it wants 
fcjr the 1 997 season, with the under- 
standing that the committee may 
select a different standard from the 
interim standard used in 1996 and 
might alter it as conditions in the 



game change. 

' The tec linology of bat illanufac- 
luring has evolved to where it has 
passed the game, " said Bill Rowe Jr., 
atliletics direc tor al .SoultiwesI Missou- 
ri State LJniversity and chair oTilic 
niles committee. ' This effc)i1 will llelp 
reestablish the competitive balance 
lierweeii offense ;md deleiise <md will 
ensure thai future advanc ciiicnts in 
bat pertonnance will not threaten the 
integritv ol the game. 

" The c ommittee also feels ih^it ihe 
effec I of this ac lion will preseive the 
sound tradition of the spoil and may 
make the gauie safer." 

Rowe added that one of the key 
points fcjr the bat perfonnauce stan- 
dard under consideration is that it 
would allcjw manufacturers to use the 
lualerials of their choice when man- 
ufac luring a bat, as long as the bat 
does not exceed the performanc e 
standard selected by the committee. 

Since meeting with bat manufac 
turers at its July 11-14 meeting in 
.South Lake Taftoc, C-alifornia, the 
committee has developed a core list 
of items that should be tested by any 
interested research group: 

■ That the bat performance test

■ That in additicjii to the iicjiiwcjod

Intent of rule to prohibit 
any prolonged attempts 
at attracting attention 

The NCAA Football Rules Comniittcc tlari- 
ficd the football playing rule against unsports- 
manlike conduct Scptemlier 1, one day after a 
Division I-AA institution sought a leinporary 
restraining order to prevent enforcement of 
the rule. 

On August 31 , Liberty University filed a lavv- 
suil in Federal court claiming that the lule pro- 
hibited players from kneeling in prayer on the 
field and amounted to religious discrimination 
in violation of the 1964 Civil Rights Act. 

The next day, the Football Rules Committee 
issued the clarification of the lule in a memo 
(see accompanying box) from Vincent J. 
Dooley, chair of the coininittee and director of 
athletics at the University of (ieorgia. In it, 
Dooley explained that the rule is intended to 
prohibit any act thai is delayed or prolonged 
in an attempt to call attention to an individual. 
Praying is not a violation of the rules, Dooley 
wrote, and players may kneel in prayer 
"momentarily" at the end of the play 

T he memo was faxed to all NCAA member 
conferences and mailed to conference offici- 
ating supervisors and athletics directors and 
head coaches at football-playing institutions. 

Upjn receipt of the memo, U.S. District Judge 
James C. Turk found Liberty's request to be 
moot. 

Since then, however, reports in the national 
news media have characterized the memo as a 
reinteqjretation or corrcclion, rather than a 
clarification of intent. 

Was the memo re;illy a "clarifii ation?" Or w;is 
it an "about face?" 

Liberty officials believe it was the latter. 

"What they did.. .is a total redirection from 
where they were headed," said the Rev. Jerry

Falwell, an evangelical minister wlio founded 
the school in 1 97 1 . "It is disappointing that the 
NCAA is attempting to leave the impression 
that Liberty misunderstood the rules.... They 
should just 'less up and say, 'We screwed up and 
we're sony.' " 

Liberty head football coach Sam Rutigliano, 
who joined four jilayers as plaintiffs in the suit, 
said, "While it may nrit have been tlie intent of 
the N(L\A to throw the flag at prayer, their owii 
explanation of the rules made it clear thai it 
would be penalized." 

Tfle explanation was delivered to all footbilJl- 
playing schools in the form of a videotape pro- 
(lu( cd this summer by the nzles commiltee to 
more clearly define unsportsmanlike conduct. 
The 21-minute tape contains the committee's 
rulings on footage of potentially unsports- 
manlike taunting or celebration. The rulings 
make it dear tfiat the cominiltee wanLs to crack 
down on prolcjiigcd, individualistic acts that 
focus on the player rather dian the team. 

hi one play, a player crosses the goal line and 
kneels down with his head bowed. As the frame 
freezes for several seconds, ifie narrator says 
that this type of kneeling "is a foul because it 
focuses attention on one person at the expense 
of the rest of the team." 

Jolui Adams, t he committee's secretary-rules 
editor, a< knowledged diat the segment did not 
adequately depic t the committee's interpreta 
tion of the mle as it relates to prayer. 

"In retrospect, the committee probably 
should have handled this issue differently in 
the tape, " he said. "We could have either 
explained that it was the prolonged lengtli of 
the kneeling that was at issue, or we could liavc 
tried lo find a clip of a very brief kneel and indi- 
( aled that this was within tfie rules. 

"Tliis was one of more than 40 plays thai we 
were dissecting to try to cover a wide range of 
common actions that players are doing. That's

Bethune-Cookman receives four years of probation 



The NCAA Committee on Infractions has placed the athlet 
ics progr.uii at Bethune-( -ookman College on probation for four 
years for NCL\A rules violations involving a lack of institution- 
al control, imperniissible financial aid, and use of ineligible stu 
dent-athletes in its football, men's and wrjmeii's basketball, base- 
ball, women's track and lield, and men's tennis programs. 

Bediune-Cookman faces a one-year ban on postseason com 
petition in football, a one year ban on televised contests in fool- 
ball and men's basketball, reductions in football and men's bas- 
ketball scholarships for two years, and reductions in ex- 
pense-paid recruiting visits in football and men's basketball. 

The violations primarily involved providing impermissible 
financial aid to 40 student-athletes who were nonqualificrs and 
partial qualifiers. In addition, the comtnittee found a lack of 
institutional control resulting from the university's lack of knowl 
edge regarding NCAA rules and inadequate communication 
and coordinatifjn between the athletics department, financial 
aid office and the registrar. 

The Committee on Infractions found NCAA rules violations, 
including the following; 

■ During the 1991-92 and 1992 93 academic years, the insti- 
tution provided a total of .$161,604 of general scholarship funds 
to 28 football and five men's basketball student-athletes who 
failed to meet NCAA academic standards to qualify for athlet- 
ics aid. rhese partial qualifiers and noiuiualifiers received the 
scholarships based on the recommendation of the football or 
basketliall coaches and approval from the institution's presi- 
dent. 

■ Duringthe three academic years 1990-1993, three football 
and two men's basketball student-athletes received a total of 
.$27,01 1 in in.stitutional athletics aid, even though ihey did not 
meet the academic qualifications to be eligible for .such aid. At 
least two other football student-athletes received a total of 
$15,629 in improper aid in 1992-93 to cover expenses froiti the 
1991-92 academic year, a year in which these smdent-athletes 
were not eligible for aid. 

■ Duringthe 1991-92 and 1992-93 academic years, a men's 
basketball student-athlete patlicipated in a total of 32 contests 
even though be had not completed the required 24 hours ol 
academic credit during the jjievious academic year. 

■ 1 )uriiig ttie 1 99 1 -92 and 1 993-94 acadciriii year s, lour base- 
ball, one track and one tennis student-athlete practic ed, com- 
peted and, at least twice, ret eived e.xpenses even though they 
did not meet NCAA eligibility reciuiremenls. 

■ The institution did not follow its own regularly published 
entrance rccjuirciueiit.s when il admitted numerous student-ath- 
letes ba.sed on unofficial transcripts and without standai dizcd 
test s( ores, completed admissions forms or ie<iuired recom- 
iiiendalion fonns. 

■ During the 1991-92 academic year, the institution provid- 
ed more than tlie maximum 15 athletics scholarsliips in men's 



basketball. 

B The institution lacked appropriate institutional control. 
Though not intentional, the violations demonstrated a lac k of 
knowledge regarding NCAA rules and inaderjuate coordina- 
tion between the athletics department, financial aid office and 
registrar. 

The case was handled under the summary-disposition pro- 
c edure, which the institution and the NCAA enforcement stalf 
can agree to follow in inajor infractions cases. The process inay 
be used if the member institution, involved individuals and 
NCAA enfcjrcement staS agree on the facts and that those facts 
ccjnstitute major violatic)ns of N(]AA legislation. I'he institution 
proposes suggested penalties, which the (Committee on 
Infractions can accept, reject or change. Iti this i ase, the com- 
mittee accepted the proposed penalties but decided to impose 
a few additional penalties. 

The committee adopted penalties that were self-imposed by 
Bethune Cookman, including: 

I No jX)St.season competition in footbitll for the 1995 season. 

■ No televised contests in football or men's basketball in the 
1 99r)-97 academic year. 

■ Reductioti by two in the total number of inen's basketball 
scholarships, from the 13 allowed to 11, for the 199(i-97 acade- 
mic year, and a reduction by one, from the 1 3 allowed to 1 2, for 
the 1 997-98 academic yeai . 

■ For the 199.')-96 and 199(>97 academic years, a reduction 
by 10 from the itiaximum allowed 50 expense-paid visits in loot- 
ball, leaving a total of 40, 

■ For the 1995-96 academic year, a redui tion by five froui the 
maximum allowed 12 expense-paid visits in men's basketball. 

I Eliminatic>n of all ofl-campus recruiting activities in foot- 
ball duringthe May 1995 evaluation perirjd. 

■ Forfeiture of Heritage Bowl revenue cfistribution for one 
year, ellectjve 1 995. 

■ Fcjrfeiture of all regrilar-season contests in which an inel- 
igible men's basketball studenl-alhlete competed. 

■ Public reprimand and censure of tlie college's alhletit :s pro- 
gram. 

I'he Committee on Infractions acknowledged the following 
[jenaltics imposed by the Mid-Eastern Athletic Conference: 

■ Forfeiture of 1 993 football victories in two game s. 

■ Probation for the instinition's football program during llie 
1991 season. 

■ Forfeiture of all c onfereni e awards or honors rci eived hy 
an ineligible football student-alhlele during the 1993-94 loot- 
ball season. 

liethune-Cookman took many < onet tive actions, whi< li were 
considered by the committee in imposing its penalties, inclucf 
ing: 

■ Teniiinating the employment of the head coai hes in base- 



ball, track and field, and tennis. 

■ Holding rules and educational workshops for the institu- 
tion's stafl and alumni. 

■ Allowing institutional personnel to attend professional 
development seminars, and conference and NCAA regional 
compliance seminars. 

■ Procuring and implementing the NCAA compliance soft- 
ware package. 

■ Develc)ping and implementing an athletics department 
manual of policies and procedures. 

■ Hiting an expeiieitced compliance officer to assist the direc 
tor of athletics. 

I'he Committee on Infractions dec ided to impose addition- 
al penalties, which were accepted by the college, including: 

■ Probation for four years beginning June 2, 1995, the date 
the committee considered the summary-dispositicjii report. 

B Reducticjri hy eight in the total number of football schcjl- 
arships, frcjm the maximum 63 allowed to 55, for each of the 
1996-97, 1997-98 and 1998-99 academic years. 

■ Reduction by five in the tcjtal number of sludent-athletes 
who can receive athletics financial aid in fVjotball, from the 85 
allowed to 80, for each cjf the 1996-97. 1997-98 and 1998-99 ac a- 
demic years. (Divisicjn I-AA institutions may award [lanial schol- 
arships in football.) 

■ Develc)pmenl of a comprehensive educational pi cjgram on 
NCAA rules. 

As vec)uired by NCAA legislation lor any instituticjn in a inajor 
infractions c ase, Belhune-Cookman is subject tcj the N(AA's 
repeal-violator provisions lor a five-year peiiod Ijeginning June 
2, 1 995. 

Bcthime-Ccjokman admitted the virjlations cjf ,N( .AA rules 
under the summary-dispositicin pioc edure. Because it agreed 
to participate in this process, ac c epied the findings of violations 
in the infractions rejjoil and ac c epted the penalties proposed 
by the Committee on Infractions, ihe university has waived the 
right to appeal the decisions made in this case.

a major undertaking, and it's unfortunate 
that we didn't give a more comprehensive 
treatment to an area lhat was so controver- 
sial." 

Dooley said that the memo is consistent 
with the committee's intent all along, which 
is tcj prevent delayed and prolonged indi 
vidual actions of any kind without restrict- 
ing brief, spontaneous ilisjilays of emotion 
or [personal conviction. 

"We have said all along that this rule 
allows for religious expression," he said. 
"Once jyeople understand what the rule is 
about, they realize it is aboul drawing atten- 
tion to yourself to the exclusion of your 
teammates. Kneeling momentarily in the 
end zone does ncjt dcj tb;it any more than a 
cjuick pump of the fist or high live fiom a 
teammate " 

It remains to l>e seen whether cjfficials' 
inteipreialion of "momentarily" will be con- 
sistenl with the committee's, but Dooley is 
not concerned. He believes that officials will 
use gcjod judgment ancl that the committee's 
renewed emjihasis on sjiortsmanship will, 
on balance, be positive fcjr the game. 

"1 am cejnfident that we will l>e able to j>ro- 
ceed with enforcing a rule that will return 
good sjjoilsmanship tcj ctjilege football," he 
said.

NO BOUNDARIES 

An endless desire for personal excellence prompts 
III cross country champ to give modern pentathlon a try

The desire to test one's physical and 
mental limits is inbred, but the fre 
(juency of that desire varies individu 
ally. 

POr Jcrcmic Peny, the desire is con- 
staiil. 

A senior itoss country and track and 
field athlete at Williams C^ollege, Perry 
always is testing his limits — whether 
on the cross country course or in the 
classroom. 

To date, Peny has aced such tests. 

In only two years at Williams, Perry 
has registered two io|>l() Division III 
cross country championships finish- 
es. Last year, he won the individual title 
;ind earned Division III runner-otthe- 
ycar honors. He also earned runner- 
up honors in the 5,000 meter run at 
the 1 5)94 outdoor track and field cham- 
pionships. 

Academically, Perry has Ijecn equal- 
ly successtiil. A psychology mfijor with 
a 3.7.S() grade-point average (4.000 
scale), Perry was a 1994 National Cross 
Country Coaches Association all-aca- 
demic selection and 1995 GTE/Co- 
SLDA at-large Academic All-American. 

"Obviously, Jeremie likes to com- 
pete; he likes to do well," said Peter 
Farwell, men's cross country and track 
and field coach at Williams. "He's 
always going to things. Whether he's 
training or studying, he's always push- 
ing himself" 

These days. Perry is testing his phys- 
ical and mental capabilities in a unique 
arena: the sport of modem penta- 
thlon. 

'Ultimate tesf 

Ref erred to by those in the sport's 
circles as the "ultimate test of the 
world's greatest all-around athlete," 
modem pentathlon comprises five 
events: cross country, swimming, 
equestrian, pistol shooting and fenc 
ing. 

Conducted in one day, the sport 
requires that competitors run 4,000 
meters, swim 300 meters, jump 12 to 15 



obstacles on horseback, compete in 30 
fencing matches of one-touch epee 
and fire 20 air-pistol shots at a target 
1 0 meters away. 

"Modern pentathlon requires fi- 
nesse, strength and brains — it's a 
thinking man's sport," said Dean 
Billick, executive director of the U.S. 
Modem Pentathlon Association. "It's 
a real mixture of an aililete's talent. To 
be succcssfiil, you have to be good in 
such a high number of sports. By 
requiring such unique and different 
skills, it takes an athlete with a great 
intellect as well as physical ability." 

Based on results thus far. Perry has 
the makings to be such an athlete. 

Since inquiring about the sport 
before his freshman year. Perry — 
who is limited to training during the 
summer months — has attained a 
moderate amount of national success. 

He earned a second-place finish at 
the 199.5 Olympic Festival and a spot 
at the 1 995 junior world champi- 
onships in Taiwan. If not for what 
Perry called a "rough shoot" at mod- 
em pentathlon's world junior cham- 
pionships, he easily would have 
earned a top-25 finish there. Instead, 
he settled for a finish in the middle of 
80 comjjetitors. 

"Jeremie is an outstanding pros- 
pect," Billick said "Jeremie, right now, 
is tile best runner in the world in mod- 
em pentathlon, and there are some 
outstanding athletes out there. The 
reason Jeremie is such a great prospect 
is that he combines two elements: raw 
athletic talent with intellect" 

A prospect 

Right now. Perry is a prospect. 
Having devoted less than one full year 
of traitiing to the sport, he is far irom 
being a top-flight competitor. While 
acknowledging that his skills need 
honing — especially in fencing and 
pistol shooting — Perry's interest in 
the sport and desire to succeed have 
grown each time he competes. 

"It's very challenging physically and 
it really beats me up, but I eiijoy it," said 
Peiry, who became interested in the 



sport after reading about it in a news- 
paper. "I like it because it requires you 
to discipline your body and mind at 
the same time. Plus, I never really gel 
torcd at it. It's very interesting because 
you're doing such vaiicd tilings. I may 
fence a lot, but when I get tired of fenc- 
ing, I can go and run or swim." 

The diversity of the spoil may be 
what keeps Peny's interest, but it dear- 
ly is his physical skills that make liiin 
such an attractive prospect. 

According to Billick, Perry possess- 
es the two ingredients every modem 
pentathlete must have; a strong run- 
ning and swimming background. In 
fact, Billick says a run/ swim combi 
nation is the first thing his asscKiation 
looks for when recruiting athletes. 

"If someone can swim and mn, 
then we'll take them with those basic 
skills and train them iri the other 
events," he said. "Fencing, equestrian 
and pistol shooting require a great deal 
of thought. We can train athletes in 
those sports. Running and swimming 
are very physically demanding. They 
also require a mental toughness, but 
those are skills that can't be taught, at 
least at this level." 

Perry's mnning and swimming 
prowess are directly attributable to his 
training regimen at Williams. 

Turned to swimming 

Plagued by stress fractures he in 
curred as a high-school senior. Perry 
has implemented a training regimen 
that limits his weekly mileage training 
to approximately 40 to 45 miles. By 
contrast, most cross country athletes 
average approximately 70 miles. 

To oflFset the reduced mileage. Perry 
added swimming to his regimen. The 
result He is healthier and more aen> 
bically fit 

"Jeremie is what myself and our ski 
coach (Robert Fisher) call an aerobic 
machine," Farwell said. "He has a great 
aerobic capability and he trains that 
capability. He knows pace very well 
and he can just be at that red line and 
hold it, which is what a distance run- 
ner has to be able to do."

Of greatest benefit to Perry's mod- 
cm pentathlon endeavors, however, 
is his mental approach. 

'Jeremie really likes to prepare men- 
tally. He likes to visualize and think 
about the races ahead of time," Farwell 
said. "He's managed to work a lot on 
imagery and relaxation techniques — 
things that we often do in tenns of 
preparing an athlete (for a rac :e)." 

That, says Billick, it a necessity. 

"Several sports require such great 
thinking and planning," he said, 
"tquestrian is very challenging be- 
cause the athletes don't know what 
horses tliey've drawn until 30 minutes 
before the event You have to be very 
sound intellectually." 

The right combination 

Thus far. Perry has exhibited the 
right combination of those ingredients 



and attained a modicum of success. 
However, he is well aware that any 
future advarn emeni or success hinges 
not on his physical or mental capaci- 
ties, but on time. 

"Obviously, the thing I need the 
most work cm is fencing," said Peiry. 
"I think I can pick up horseback rid- 
ing and pistol shooting rather quickly. 
The main thing about pistol shooting 
is whether you can keep a level head 
underpressure. Tliai's something you 
have or you don't If I can devote some 
time to my training, I think I can im- 
prove in all those areas." 

For now. Perry will prepare for his 
senior campaign at Williams and for 
medical school the following year. 

As for modern pentathlon. Perry 
some day hopes to shed the prosjject 
label and put himself in a position to 
ace the "ultimate test"

Rich Clarkson and Associates — a Denver-based photogra- 
phy and publishing firm founded by well-knovm photographer 
Rich Clarkson — has created NCAA Photos, an arehive of NCAA 
championships shots that are available to member institutions, 
coaches, student-athletes and various media oudets (newspa- 
pers, books and magazines). 

Clarkson and Associates* collection includes championships 
photos from the past five years, any photos that have been or 
currently are displayed in the Hall of Champions, historical shots 
of several NCAA sports and Clarkson's personal collection of 
Final Four photographs dating back to 1952. Clarkson's diverse 
work has apf)eared in nunieiDUS publications, including National 
Geographic and Sports Illustrated.

"People can get the photos in prints or color transparencies, 
through on-line images, or on disc or CD," (Ilarkson said. " The 
idea is to take all our material and continue to update it each 
year with great pictures." 

Best of all, the service itself is fi'ee to member institutions, stu- 
dent-athletes and parents of student-athletes; only the cost of 
actual materials is charged. Commercial publications must pay 
rights fees to use the photos. 



"This is a service for the membership," Clarkson said. 

Searching for a particular photo subject is easy for member 
institutions and others with a computer and modem. Those 
schools or individuals can obtain access to Clarkson and 
Associates' "bulletin board" to view championships photos, which 
are organized by year, season, sport and division. 

Users can view approximately 12 photos from each champi 
onship. Clarkson and Associates' staff members also can obtain 
additional photos if the user does not find the subject he or she 
is searching for on the bulletin board. 

"If among those on-line pictures we don't have the picture of 
the person you need, we'll go look for it," Clarkson and 
Associates' Emmittjordan said. "We're here and happy to do it" 

Those without modent capabilities can call the (;iark.son and 
Associates oflficc to initiate a photo search of a particular indi 
vidual or team.

"Pefjple will be intrigued seeing how they'll be able to call up

Conference No. 1 0 
August 24, 1995 



Acting for the NCAA Council, the Interpretations 
Committee issued the following interpretations: 

Amateurism/Entertainment/Parents 

1. Entertainment of Student-Athlete's Parents By Sponsors of 
Intercollegiate Ckimpetition. A nonprofessional orgaiiiiation spon 
soring a compcddon may provide entertainment free of diai ge lo the 
parents or legal guardians of all partitipant.s in the competition, pro- 
vided the institution is not involved in the sponsorship an angemcnts 
for the competition. The committee referred to tlie NCAA Staff Task 
Force to Review Student Athlete Financial Aid and Benefits and Ihc 
NCAA F.xecnuve Committee Subcommittee on Student Athlete Ben 
efits the issue of whether it wishes to consider recommending that leg 
islation be sponsored lo permit institutions to provide entertainment 
free of charge to tlie parents or legal guardians of student athletes in 
other situations (e.g., institutional athletics banquets. competitioi\-(lay 
functions). [References: NCAA Bylaws 12.1.2-(g) (forms of p,iy) and

Vacation/Meals 

2. Cash Allowance to Cover Meals During Vacation Period. An

competition. Under such circumstances, the allowance may not 
exceed the flat fee meal rate lor walk ins (i.e., individuals who visit the 
campus and wish to purchase a meal) or the amount detcnuined by 
the institution's office of financial aid as being commensurate with the 
average cost a student at tJiat institution normally would incur eating 
in off-campus facilities.

Foreign Tour/Professionalism 

3. Participation in Foreign Tour Subsequent to Exhausting 
Eligibility. A student-athlete who no longer is eligible to represent his 
or her institution in intercollegiate competition due to a violation of 
NCAA amateurism regulations (e.g., signed witfi a professional orga- 
nization, secured the services of an agent, asked to be placed on the 
draft list of a professional league) may not participate in an institu- 
tion's foreign tour.

Olympic gold medalist, Baumgartner 
receiilly won his third world freestyle 
championship. According to the 286- 
pound veteran, almost everybody on 
the national wrcsding team coaches 
and works out at a school. 

"If you're not a coach, there are 
only two true facilities (Foxcatcher 
and Sunkist) in the country that aren't 
affiliated with a university," he said. 
"It's really the only game in town." 

Not every Olympic hopeful is cut 
out to coach or has time to do it. 
Athletes who do not coach still have 
access to NCAA facilities and may 
practice with their fonncr team occa- 
sionally, hut there are limits. 

The rules 

An individual who is not enrolled 
in school full time may practic e with 
a team on an ongoing basis only if ( 1 ) 
the institution designates the indi- 
vidual as a coac h; (2) the individual 
perfoniis legitimate coac hing duties; 
and (.'?) the institution ccjiuits the indi- 
vidual tcjward coaching limitations for 
the sport. 

If an individual docs not tneet all 
three of those criteria, that does not 
itleaii he or she never can train with 
the team or use an institution's facil 
ilies. For in.stance, Olympic hopefuls 
may use NCAA facilities under the 
sauie guidelines as any other meni- 
Ik'I of the general public. 

One wlu) fits that category is 
Brands' twin brother, Teiry, who re- 
cently won his secrmd world tide. He 
c\()es not coac but he trains at Iowa. 

Another example is Jennilcr 
O'Neal, a key member of the Uni- 
versity ot Alaska Fairbanks' 1994 
NCAA I hampion lifle team. She will 
use the Nancx>ks' lange as she com- 
pletes rec]uiremenls for a double 
major this semester. 

"I've always preferied to practice 



on my own and tliis semester I will be 
in class during practice, so even if 1 
wanted to shoot with the team, I 
wouldn't be able tC)," she said. "The 
range is open to the public for a few 
hours each night ljust park myself at 
the far end of the range and no one 
bothers me." 

University of California, Ixxs Ange- 
les, graduate ;uid veteran track Olym- 
pian Jackie Joyncr-Ker.see — whose 
husband, Bob Kersee, is a volunteer 
assistant track ccjacfi atUC^lA — has 
trained on the UC;l A c ampus. 

Her spouse's status gives her knowl- 
edge of the team's practice schedule, 
but diat helps only in that she knows 
when to avoid being at tfie track. 
Under NC;AA rules, she is not per- 
mitted to regularly work out with the 
team, nor is she allowed to help her 
husband coach. The g'jld medalist 



can participate in an occasional prac- 
tice with lier former team. 

One more rule applies even when 
an Olympic hopeful is counted as a 
coach — he or she may not work out 
or practice with a student athlete out 
of season. 

Possible changes 

Liberali/.ation of t hese rules could 
be coming with the 1996 NCAA C:on- 
venUon. 

Tliis summer, the United States 
Olympic (knrimittee (USOC) loniicd 
a seven-member panel to study sue :fi 
issues as use of existing collegiate 
facilities lor Olympic training. NCAA 
Fxecutive Director C i'dric W Dempsey 
and Cieorgc Steinbrcinier, a USOC 
vice-president, serve as cochairs. 

Tile panel's goal is to smooth what 
occ asionally has been a rcjt ky rela- 



tionship between the nation's two 
most prominent amateur athletics 
organizations. 

Dempsey said that one of Siein- 
hrenner's opinions is that the USOC^ 
slionld not be interested in "bricks 
and mortiir." In others words, since 
the United States fias many fine ath- 
letics facilities on college campuses, 
the USOC: slicjuld not spend its mon- 
ey in duplicating what already exists. 
Dempsey agrees, with cjualification. 

"Wc are intereslecf in finding ways 
to ])rovidc" for greater usage of C)ur 
fac ilities by individual Olyinpic ath- 
letes," Dempsey said. "We liave dis- 
c ussecl how that might be done and 
how those athletes might be able to 
train with ccjllegiate atfilctes. 

" The majfjr concern is that the 
Olympic athlete could very easily turn 
into a volunteer coach and give that 



team an unfair advantage by having 
too many coaches." 

The NCAA Olympic Sfxjrts liaison 
Committee, c haired by UCLA senior 
associate athletics director Judith R. 
Holland, has proposed NCAA legis- 
latifjn to relax some restrictions. The 
NCAA Cjouncil will sponsor the leg 
islation at the 1996 Convention. 

"One cjf the things (institutions) 
can fjffer after graduation is facilities," 
she said. "Thai's often the time when 
athletes are coming into their own, as 
far as Olympic life is concerned. They 
usually have their own coaches, but 
they still need a place to train." 

She said tiic committee alsr> hopes 
to allow such athletes to work out widi 
their fcjmier teams, unclcr restric tions 
designed to luiswer the "unfair advan 
tage" ccjncem. 

"In many sports, swimming lieing 
one, it's very difficult to train alcjnc," 
she said. "Wieii lliere is an ofien lane 
at practice, we'd like to be able tcj have 
an Olympic swimmer using it. " 

That prcjpxjsal would allow athletes 
in inciividual sporls (including syn- 
chronized swimming and crew, in 
which there currently are no NCAA 
championships) to train with the team 
at the institution they attended as an 
undergraduate, upcjii the recom- 
mei idatioti of a sport's national gov- 
erning body. Individuals training 
under this plan would not t)c afjlc to 
c oach unless counted in the school's 
ccjaching limits. 

In the case of a student athlete with 
eligibility remaining, participation 
would l)e permitted only duiing tfie 
academic year immediately pi eccd- 
ing ific Ofympics. 

If adopted, the proposed rule 
cfianges would begin tcj answer a 
Cjucstion tlial concerns botti ifie 
NC;AA and the USOC: What is the 
Ijcsl way to \rA\w the premier alfiletes 
of this ccjui itty?

have been liigher than those of the 
average working-class individual, but 
the gulf between the two never has 
been ;iS wide as it Ls tcxlay, and that gap 
continues to grow. 

In the early 198()s, die Philadelphia 
7(iers lured Moses Malone away from 
tlie Houston Rockets with a contract 
totaling mcjrc than $13 million. Soon 
after, Steve Young, a fonner Brigham 
Ycjung University cjuarterback and now 
an ;ill-Pro player for the San Fiancisco 
4'.k'rs, made headlines when he accept 
ed a 4C)-year, $4(J million contraci from 
the IjOS Angeles Fjcpress of the upstart 
United Stales Football League. 

Recently, former Purdue University 
fjasketball player Cilenn Rofjinstiii 
broke new ground when lie sought a 
$100 millicjii contract upon turning 
professional in 1994. Recendy, Dcicjn 
Sanders signed with the Dallas C^ow 
fxjys fcjr a million de;il that inc lud- 
ed a $ 1 3 million signing Ixmus. 

Since agents normally claim Ije- 
iweeii three and five percent of a 
client's salary, representation of pro- 
fessional athletes c learly has a high 
profit ]H)ieniiiil in the 19Ws. 

Trouble and turmoil 

As earnings of professioiiiil athletes 
continue IC) rise, so, too, do prolifeiris 
involving sports agents. In an industry 
replete witll shaq>edged business prac- 



tices, the pursuit of clients is intense 
and extremely com|>etilive. 

TIic saga of Norby Walters and 
Lloyd Bloom is wcll-documenteci They 
were partners in the sports-represen- 
tation industry and ran into a moun- 
tain of legal troubles after being 
charged with crimes by Federal author- 
ities. Waters, who was sentenced to five 
years in prison f>ut .served no time after 
a vicrtory at the apf)eals-court level, was 
forced out of the sports agent business. 
Bloom, whose conviction on racke- 
teering cliarges was overturned, was 
found shot to death in his home in 
August 1993. 

More recently, Jc>el Segal received a 
sentence cif probation and a $3,500 
fine in Florida for violating its law reg- 
ulating sports agents. The case is part 
fjf an ongoing investigation into an 
incident invcjlving Florida State Uni- 
versity football players. 

To compete in the marketplace, 
ambitious agents are spending thou 
sands of dollars to influence collegiate 
student-athletes to sign with thcin, all 
in hopes of developing a relationship 
with a promising student-athlete. 

"1 think a lot of agents put out mon- 
ey," said fornicr njnnerje.s.se Martinez. 
"I would say 80 percent do." 

Sjions agents iilso fiave attempted to 
influence teammates of student ath- 
letes in wliom they are interested Tliey 
have targeted parents and siblings as 
well. Perhaps most discouraging of all. 



however, is agents' use of money and 
other enticements to gain the goodwill 
of coaches and athletics department 
staff memljcrs. 

"I will tell you what 1 would do if 1 
were an athledcs director," said Jim 
Grossman, a financial ccmsultant at 
First Financial Strategies in Phoenix 
who coordinates investment opportu- 
nities for a numtjer of professional ath- 
letes. "The only thing that is going tcj 
clean this up is I have to make sure my 
staff is clean. There arc coaclies who 
are on the take. I ktiow of individual 
(3ses where ADs have been on the tiike 
fiom agents. So I have to m;ikc sure my 
staff is clean, first of all. 

" That means no assistant coach is 
acJing ;is a feeder. What assistant coach 
isn't going to be enticed by maybe 
being iible to make an extra $60,000 tjy 
getting a lottery pick in the NBA, for 
example, to move over (tcj a specific 
agent)? Anyone who wants to make 
some extra money is going to be 
enticed Ijy these people who, from a 
tjusiness standpoint, don't think they 
are doing anything wrong. It's cor 
rupting the athletics department frcjiti 
tcjp to iKJttom." 

Fixes are few 

A number of states have adopted 
laws to address the problems sports 
agents can jxjse, and tliose st;itcs most 
often rec]uire some form of regist ra- 
tion. But those laws have not been a 



panacea. 

State efforts have made an impact, 
however, says Cialen E. Newsom, chief 
investigator in the Nortli Caroliria sec- 
retary of state's office. 

Newsom said while some sports 
agents likely arc side-stepping North 
Carolina's legislation, he does not 
Ijclieve diey are a majority. 

Meanwhile, he said players have 
accepted more responsibility. 

"Players now have learned (so) that 
they'll now go to coaches and say, 
'Agent Aliens allied mc and 1 told him 
to leave me alone and not to talk to 
mc,' " lie said "Wfe leave them witli thiit 
one tliougliC Ask liim if he's registered 
with the secretary of state's office " 

Wliile simply registering sports 
agents may not appear to be an aggres- 
sive reaction to the grcjwing prolilem, 
it is an appropriate place to stall, some 
.say. 

"It may l>e futile at best but at least 
it's an effort," said Bill Morg-an, assis- 
tant athletics direc tor for compliance 
at the University of Arizona, whicf i has 
developed policies and procedures of 
its own to address the spons agent 
issue. "At least I'm gcjing tcj have a nice 
li.st of the guys wfic) are willing to do 
ttiings right to give to my studeiil-alh- 
letes, which to mc should 1 )e a plus." 

Wlial influence docs the NC AA [kis- 
sess? 

Ncjt muc li, in the opinion of several 



sports agents. NCAA legislation, they 
say, cannot address the issue of agents, 
so it must concentrate on eligibility 
issues for die .student-athlete. 

"When you get into this business, 
you have to decide whether cjr not 
you're going to play by the rules on the 
street," Grossman said "As a matter of 
fact, and this hapfiens quite often, 1 can 
use the NCAA rules to really shackle a 
player to me. All I have to do is get 
ihetn to take money, and then I'll 
threaten them." 

Clrossman cjffered an example of 
how some sports agents strong ;irm stu- 
dent athletes into silence and a com 
initment lo sign: " 'OK, here's the deal. 
You remember that 100 bucks 1 gave 
ycju? Well, if you want to play anymore, 
you better keep your mouth shut and 
ycju lietler stay put because if I tell, 
you're going tcj be ineligilile.' 

"Tlie problems spin on economics. 
It's supply and demand. The NCAA 
mies only address the demand side of 
the eC]uation. That means they can 
only punish the player They can only 
threaten tlie demand. The supjily .side 
is the agent prolilem, and that's where 
there h;is ncjt been enough. It's a diffi 
c ult thing because the NCAA c annot 
register agents. It's not their cioinain."

Sugar Bowl 
Committee 
diversifies 

Three women, four Blacks 
added to organizing group 

Three women and four black males were 
added to the committee that coordinates the 
Sugar Bowl game and related activities, bowl oflB- 
cials said September 8. 

A Sugar Bowl spokesman told The Associated 
Press that the move was not prompted by a dh- 
crimination lawsuit filed a few days earlier. One 
of the principals behind the lawsuit labeled the 
action tokenism and said there were no plans to 
withdraw the suit. 

The Sugar Bowl Committee has been criticized 
for a lack of diversity. In June, a majority of the 
69 nieiiiber i. onimillee voted to expand mem- 
bership witli 14 new members — 13 white males 
and one black niale. 

Those 14 were approved September 7 in the 
second phase of a two-part election process, said 
Troy Madiieu, the bowl's executive director. 

However, the committee also voted to add 10 
more nominees who were among the top 24 vole- 
getters in June. "In that number, there were rhree 
females and four African American males...," 
Maihieu said. 

"We've crossed die barrier and finally taken in 
the first women in the organization's history and 
we're elated about that. We look forward to iheir 
contributions." 

Maihieu said Uiere now are three women and 
1 2 black men on the committee. The new mem- 
bers are called as.sociates and cannot vote. They 
become full members after two years, Mathieu 
said. 

Carl Galmon, who spearheaded an effon in 
the 1970s to get the committee to include blacks, 
called the committee's action "tokenism at its 
best." 

"We're talking about a city with a fi'i percent 
black population and a population that's msyor- 
ity women," Galmon said. " Three (women) is a 
slap in the face, especially when another bowl, 
the Fiesta Bowl, has 60 women and a female 
president." 

Galmon filed suit in Federal coun against the 
Nokia Sugar Bowl Committee. 

The suit's stated purpose was tfj end what it 
tetitied the association's "long and shameful hi.s- 
tory of discriminating against members of the 
African-Amcncan race and/or female gender." 

It seeks a finding that the defendants are in 
violation of Federal and state laws, an injunction 
prohibiting discriminatory practices and pay- 
ment of attorneys fees.

NCAA Division I institutions should note that during its June 
28 meeting, the NCAA Administrative Committee, acting for the 
NCAA Council, reviewed and approved changes effective imme- 
diately in the Division I football recruiting calendar as recom- 
mended by the NCAA Recruiting Committee. Those changes 
were set forth in a recent Legislative Assistance column (Column 
No. 28; July 19, 1995, edition of The NCAA News). During its 
August 31, 1995, telephone conference, the Administrative 
Committee, acting for the Council, reviewed the amended 
recruiting calendar to address the effect those changes have on 
midyear, two-year college transfers. Accordingly, the Ad- 
ministrative Committee agreed that, effective immediately, the 
following recruiting jjeriods (in addition to the recruiting peri- 
od for high-school prospects) are applicable to two-year college 



prospects: 

1 . The Sunday prior to the dead 
period surrounding the initial 
signing date for the 

National Letter of Intent: Quiet Period 

2. Monday through Thursday of 
the week that includes the 
initial date for signing the 

National Letter of Intent: Dead Period 

3. Friday following the initial 
date for signing the 

National Letter of Intent: Quiet Period 

Thus, the Division I football recruiting calendar, as it 
applies to two-year college prospects, includes the following 
recruiting periods (in addition to the recruiting periods for 
high-school prospects) for the 1995-96 academic year: 
December 17, 1995 — Quiet Period; December 18-21, 1995 
— Dead Period; and December 22, 1995 — Quiet Period. 

Please note that it remains permissible for institutions to 



make contacts with high-school prospects during the week of 
December 17-23, subject to applicable recruiting regulations.

NCAA membership hits 
all-time mark of 1 ,200 



NCAA MEMBERSHIP BREAKDOWN 



As the result of another dramatic 
increase in the number of provision- 
al members — 60 in the last 12 
months — NCAA membership has 
climbed to an all-time high of 1,200. 

Because the NCAA Council de- 
clared a moratorium on new mem- 
bership in August, that number is not 
expected to increase over the next two 
years. The Coimcil action p>ostponed 
acceptance of new members until the 
Association's restructuring efforts are 
complete. 

There were no new active mem- 
bers in the last year, but the number 
of provisional members increased by 
33 in Division II, 26 in Division III 
and one in Division I-AA 

Legislation adopted at the 1994 
NCAA Convention established a 
three-year application process for pro- 
visional members, with the first year 
considered an educational or orien- 
tation year in which the member 
receives all NCAA forms, publications, 
mailings and general information 
from the national oflBcc regarding the 
activities of the Association. 

Provisional members are expected 
to be in full compliance with the 
Association's legislation during the 
second and third years. They also are 
required to administer their athletics 
programs under the rules and regu- 
lations of their preferred divisions. 



Also during the second and third 
years, the members may be counted 
for the purpose of meeting schedul- 
ing requirements as an NCAA oppxy 
nent in the divisions in which they 
are seeking active membership. 
However, no waiver opportunities are 
available other than those related to 
circumstances beyond the school's 
control. 

The 60 first-year provisional mem- 
bers bring to 96 the total of members 
in that category. Thirty-six provision- 
al members that were new last year 
are starting their second year in the 
category. 

The only other membership cate- 
gories in which there were new 
members in the last year are confer- 
ence and affiliated members. The 
Upstate Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion (Division III) is the new confer- 
ence member, and the United States 
Women's Lacrosse Association is the 
new affiliated member. 

The new provisional member seek- 
ing Division 1-AA membership is the 
University of Arkansas, Pine Bluff.
